It will not be necessary for the applicant 
to furnish a list of spare parts to be imported , unless 
he desires to import restricted spare parts for more 
than the value indicated above .

12. The parties who obtain supplies of drugs and 
medicines in bulk and are engaged in the process of 
re - packing and re - bottling the drugs and medicines in 
small containers, are not covered by the definition 
of actual users as given in the ITC Hand Book of 
Rules and Procedure , 1973- 74 , as they are pot engag 
ed in an industrial production . However , in terms of 
the Drugs and Cosmetics Act, 1940 the process of 
manufacture includes the process of re -packing on 
re- bottling of drugs . Also , persons or firms engaged 
in such activities are required to possess a licence 
under the said Act, and are also required to test the 
products either in their own laboratories or other 
approved laboratories. In view of this , applications 
for licences will be considered from such parties 
holding licences under the Drugs and Cosmetics Act , 
1940 , for re -packing or re -bottling of drugs , for 
import of permissible items of drugs and medicines 
required by them for re -packing or re - bottling par 
poses. Applications should be made in the form 
prescribed for the actual users , to the licensing autho 
rity concerned through the sponsoring authority con 
cerned after utilisation of previous sct of licences 
issucd to them . Licences will be issued for import 
of specific permissible items of drugs and medicines 
recommended by the sponsoring authority . Licences 
against this provision will be issued to an applicant 
for a valųe not cxceeding Rs. 3 , 700 / 
Drugs and Cosmetics Act , 1940 - Applicability . 

13. The provision of Drugs and Cosmetics Act, 1940 
and the Rules thereunder should be complied with 
wherever necessary . Applicants for import of drugs

6 . Applications from established importers will 
also be considered for the giant of supplementary 
licences which will be valid ouly for import of books 
mentioned in List II of this Appendix . On specific 
request, the licensing authority may also endorse such 
licences to make theni valid for import of techuical 
journals and magazines and for the import of techni 
nicul books other than those mentioned in List II 
of this Appendix . Such requests should be acconi 
panied by five cupies of the list of technical journals 
and magazines / books sought to be imported .

7 . Applications from the newcomers will be 
considered for issue of licences for books on the

(b ) The minimum internal purchase turnover of 

books in a year falling within the aforesaid 

period should be Rupees oue lakh . 
(c ) Licences will be issued for a value equal to 

20 per cent of the annual purchase turnover 
as certified by the Chartered Accountant, 
or for Rupees two lakhs, whichever is 

less . 
(d ) Licences issued will be valid only for import 

of books mentioned in List Il of tho Ap 
pendix . On specific request, the licensing 
authority may also endorse such licences to 
make them valid for import of technical 
journals and magazines, and for import of 
technical books other than those mentioned 
in List II of this Appendix . Such requests 
should be accompanied by five copies of 
the list of technical journals and magazines / 

books sought to be imported . 
Applications should be accompanied by a certificate 
from the Chartered Accountant showing the details 
of individual purchase transactions of books viz . date , 
value and naine and address of the persons or firms 
from whom the purchases were made. 

An established importer of books can also apply 
for licence as newcomer provided he does not claim 
a quota licence . 

8 . (i) Established importers of books who are also 
publishers and are holding quota licence for books 
for the period April, 1973 - March , 1974, will be 
permitted to import newsprint (S . No. 44 / V ) against 
the quota licences for books. Import of newsprint 
will be allowed to the extent actually required by 
them for printing of books in their own concero . 
The established importers who are willing to avail 
themselves of this facility should apply to the CCI & E 
by 15th November , 1973 for necessary endorsement 
of the quota licences for books . The request for 
endorsement should be accompanied by the following 
particulars : 
(a ) Number , date and value of quota licence for 

books held by them and the period against 

which the licence has been issued . 
(b ) The list of books published by them during 

1971 -72 and 1972 -73. The name of the 
titles, the number of copies of each title 
printed , the total number of pages, and the 
page area of cach title of books should be 

separately indicated . 
(c ) The number of books proposed to be pub 

lished in 1973- 74, the names of the titles , 
number of copies of each title proposed 
to be printed and the page should be sepa 
rately indicated . The foreign titles to be 
published may be shown separately in this 

statement. 
( d ) Ihe grammage of the newsprint proposed 

to be used in tho publication of books, 


( e ) Chartered Accountants certificate showing the 

consumption of newsprint and printing 

paper separately, during 1972 - 73 . 
(ii) Whenever a quota licence for books is endorsed 
for import of newsprint, it would be stipulated on the 
licences that the newsprint imported shall be utilised 
by the licensee for printing of their own books only 
and no portion thereof should be sold or disposed 
in any manner to any party or used for any other 
purpose . 

9 . The Importer should send to the Ministry of 
Education and Social Wellare , New Delhi, a copy 
each of all indents and invoices in respect of the 
litles imported by them during 1971-72 and 1972 - 73 
and 1973 - 74 along with a summary of such titles of 
which 200 or more copies were imported in 1971- 72 
or 1972 -73 and 1973 - 74 , This summary should 
indicate the full name of the author , the title , actual 
quantities imported and the total value of such imports 
during 1971- 72 and 1972 - 73 . This requirement will 
apply only to those importers who had obtained 
quota and supplementary licences for S .

11. While applying for quota licences , the estah 
lished importers should furnish the following infor 
mation : 
(i) Total number of titles of books imported by 

them during 1971-72 and 1972 -73 and the 
total number proposed to be inported 

during 1973 - 74 . 
( ii ) Total number of titles of foreign books re 

printed by them in India during 1971 -72 
and 1972 -73 and the total number pro 
poscd to be reprinted in India during 

1973- 74 . 
( iii ) A certificate that copies of the indents and 

invoices are being furnished to the Ministry 
of Education and Social Welfare in accor 

dance with para 9 above , and 
(iv ) A certificate that a complete copy of the 

application together with a copy of the 
documents referred to in (i) to ( iii ) above 
has been furnished to the Ministry of Edu 

cation and Social Welfare , New Delhi. 
12 . The cxisting concession whereby the Collectors 
of Customs are authoriscú to Iclease post parcels con 
taining books, inagazines and periodicals without the 
importers having to produce the import licences will 
continue during April 1973 - -March 1974 period . 
The licensce will ensure that only such books, 
niagazines and journals are got released under this 
concession , for the import of which he holds a valid 
licence . The value of books , magazines and jour 
nals imported by post parcels will be deemed to 
have been debited to the licence against which the 
import has been made.

2 . Import licences against such applications will be issued on an annual basis, for a value equal to 5 % of 
the c .i.f. value of the imported inachinery used by the applicant for the maintenance of which the import is to be 
allowed . In the case of imported machinery purchased locally where the applicants are not in a position to indicate 
the c.i.f. value of such machinery the entitlement will be calculated on the basis of 4 % of the purchase price. How 
ever , in cases where the units are not in a position to indicate the purchase value of the machinery procured locally , 
the licensing authority may accept other evidence in his discretion to determine the value of such machinery . In 
respect of the inachinery imported or locally purchased prior to 6th June , 1966 , the entitlement of the applicant 
will be calculated by adding 57 . 5 % to the c.i.f. value or to original purchase price of the machinery as the case 
may be . 


3. If the machinery ir use is of rupee area origin , import licence for 10 % of the entitlement subject to a maxi. 
mum of Rs. 1.0 lakh will be issued against free foreign exchange . For the balance entitlement, licence will be issued 
under rupee payment area , 


4 . If the machinery in use is of U K . origin , import licence for 10 % of the entitlement subject to a maximum 
of Rs. 1.0 lakh will be issued against free foreign exchange . For the balance entitlement, licence will be issued 
against U .K ./ India Maintenance Loan , 1972 . 


5 . If the machinery in use is of West German origin , import licence will be issued against West German 
Credit subject to the ternis and conditions applicable to tliis credit . However , as the minimum value upto which 
imports could be made under the West German credit is Rs. 50 ,000 , in cases where entitlement on the basis of 
machinery of West German origin comes to less than Rs. 50 ,000 , import will be allowed against free forcign ex 
change . 


In cases other than those covered by paragraphs 3 , 4 and 5 above , import licences will be issued against 
free foreign exchange .

Border trade with Bangladesh 

The Trade Agreement between the Governments 
of India and Bangladesh for the period from 28th 
March 1972 to 27th March 1973 contains, inter alia , 
in Article IV of the Agreement and Schedule B 
relevant thereto , a provision for border trade in 
specified areas, in respect of specified commodities 
and upto specified quantities .

Objective 

The Fourth Five- Year Plan envisages exports at 
the compound rate of 7 per cent per annum . This 
objective can be achieved only if export earnings 
from industrial products increase at a compound 
growth rate of 15 — 20 per cent per annuin . In plan 
ning and licensing industrial capacity , demand pro 
jections would , therefore , include export require 
incnts . It is expected that rising external demand 
over the coming years would thus impart a strong 
impulse to industrial growth .

7 . Supplementury licences for capital goods. - Ap 
plications for import of capital goods, equipment, 
dies, jigs and tools required by exporting wits for 
expansion , modernisation , diversification of produc 
tion facilities as well as for research and develop 
ment with a view to developing their export potential 
will be accorded high priority.

No. 19 ( 1)/68 - EAC . — The working of the schenin 
of recognition of Export Houses , now in force, has 
been reviewed by a Working Group set up by the 
Government. 

2 . The scheme of recognition of Export Houses 
was first introduced in 1961 with a view to facilitating 
the devclopment of business houses specialising in ex 
port trade. The scheme was subsequently revised 
in 1965 on the basis of the recommendations of the 
Sclectivity Committee . The scheme, now in force , as 
announced in the Ministry of Commerce Resolution 
No. 19 (40 )/65 -EAC , dated 14th September, 1965 , 
contemplates recognition of Export Houses so as to 
foster and develop business houses specialised and 
oriented towards the export of non - traditional com 
modities. While granting recognition , an export per 
formance of Rs. 10 lakhs per annum has generally 
been taken into account. 

3. The Working Group has recommended that in 
order to achieve the basic objective in recognising 
Export Houses, namely , development of capacity , 
resources , competence and specialisation in the field 
of export marketing, the scheme should be suitably 
revised . Stricter standards should be laid down for 
recognition and more liberal facilities should be ex 
tended to export houses so recognised Existing Ex 
port Houses , not coming up to the revised standards 
should have their recognition withdrawn. 

4 . Taking into consideration the recommendations 
of the Working Group and in the light of the experi 
ence gained in the course of the Working of the scheme 
of Export Houses, Government have decided to modi 
fy the scheme as hereunder, 


(e ) An Export House should have a sizable ex 

port turnover, not less than Rs. 25 lakhs of 
non - traditional products, or Rs. 2 crores of 
traditional products per annum . 
A combine of different trading concerns or 
manufacturing units , formed to take over 
their exports in a coordinated manner, may 
be recognised on the strength of the export 
urnovers of the constituent units . In the 
case of new companies which are specifical 
ly set up for organising overseas sales on 
modren lines, recognition will be considered 
after due consideration of the applicant s 
claim and competence . 


Period of recognition 


6 . Recognition will, in the first instance , be accord 
ed for a period of three years. Renewal of recogni 
tion for further periods of three years will depend 
upon continued compliance with the conditions and 
an increasing trend of export performance .

7 . Recognition may be withdrawn at any time, 
if the Government are satisfied that the Export House 
has failed to maintain high standards of integrity and 
business ethics in its trading operations or its export 
performance has not been generally satisfactory .

Objective 


Utilisation of import licences 


Public sector agencies will be enabled to play an 
cxpanding role in developing exports and building 
up the export capabilities of manufacturers and ex 
porters . 


7. The goods imported by public sector agencies 
against licences referred to in paragraphs 3 , 4 and 5 
above will be disposed of to actual users engaged in 
industrial production .

2 . The exports of certain commodities will be 
canalised only through public sector agencies. The 
list of such commodities with the agencies respon 
sible for exports is given in the annexure to this part. 


8. STC and MMTC will also play an expanding 
developmental role to supplement the export effort 
by acting as a path - finder and a catalyst . They will , 
in particular , render support to small exporters by 
affording them a combined selling strength on the 
one hand, and a service , on the other, both in India 
and through their foreign offices abroad . These 
agencies will also provide assistance by way of 
finance , marketing and quality control. 


Initial import licences 


3. Initial import licences will be issued to STC / 
MMTC to onable them to build up ready stocks 
for giving off- shelf deliveries to manufacturers whose 
goods they export.

1. (i ) Registered exporters are those who hold 
valid registration certificates issued to them by the 
registering authorities concerned , namely , the Export 
Promotion Councils , Commodity Boards and the 
Export Promotion Authorities at the ports. The names 
of registering authorities for different export products 
are given in Section III (Annexure I ) .

Procedure for Registration of Exporters 

2. (i) Application for registration . Application for 
registration should be made to the appropriate regis 
tering authority, indicated in Para 1 above . In the 
case of concerns having branches , the application for 
registration can be made by the registered offico, in 
the case of limited companies, and head office in the 
case of others. A registration certificate issued to the 
registered office / head office in such cases will also be 
valid for the branches of the registered concern .

(xv ) The licensec shall ordinarily be required to 
fulfil the export obligation within a period of six 
months from the date of importation of the first 
consignment against the advance licenco in question .

(xvi) Request for allowing a longer period of

(xvii ) Before clearance of the first consigument or 
before obtaining supplies of the goods against the 
releas order, as the case may be , the applicant 
will ordinarily be required to execute a bond 
with Bank Guarantee as in proforma at Appendix 33 
of the Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and 
Procedure , 1973- 74 as amended from time to time, for 
an amount equal to 50 per cent of the c. i.f, value of 
the licence, for fulfilling the export obligation equi 
valent to the f.ob , value of the export contract or 
any such higher f.o .b . value as may be fixed by the 
licensing authority . For advance licences of Rs. 5 
lakhs and above , the Licensing Authorities may accept 
the legal undertaking as per Appendix 35 of Hand 
Book of Rules & Procedure , 1973-74 in lieu of bank 
guarantee . 

( xviii ) The bond amount will be liable to forfeiture 
in the event of the non - fulfilment of the export obli 
gation within a prescribed time- limit. This will be 
without prejudice to the adjustment of excess licen 
sing against the licensee s future AU , REP and 
other licences , de-registration , and any other action 
that may be taken against the licensee or any other 
person under the Imports (Control) Order, 1955 , at 
amended . 

(xix ) Ordinarily , a second advance licence will 
not be issued to an applicant in whose caso an earlier 
advance licence with an export obligation is still 
outstanding 

(xx) As evidence of fulfilment of tho export obli 
gation and for the redemption of bond, the licensee 
will be required to submit the same documents as 
are to be produced for claiming replenishment licences 
against past exports under the Import Policy for 
Registered Exporters. 

Imprest licences 
75 . (i) Applications for the grant of Imprest 
licences for imporl of raw materials , components and 
parts , and for the issue of Imprest release orders 
on a canalising agency for supply of materials for 
meeting the requirements of a phased export pro 
gramme, may be considered from registered manu 
facturer -exporters who are not in a position to pro 
ducc evidence of firm export orders , but have an 
organised and phased programme of exports. 

( 11 ) Applications for Impresť licences / release 
orders may be made by eligible registered manufac 
turer - exporters direct to the Chief Controller of 
Imports and Exports, New Delhi (Export Promotion 
Division ) , in the same form in which an application 
for an Advance licence is made, as given in Section 
III (Antioxure XV ) . Such applications should be 
mado only by the Registered Office in the case of 
the Limited Companies and the Head Office 
in the case of other Registered Manufacturer 
Exporters. The Application should be supported 
by a treasury challan for Rs. 50 / - towards 
application fees . The applicant should also furnisb 
details in regard to the products normally manufac 
tured and exported by him , and the application 
should be supported by a statement, certified by a 
Chartered Accountant, giving details of the exports 


made by the applicant during we preceding two 
years of the products for the export production of 
which the Liprest licence / release order is required 
It will not be necessary for an applicant to produce 
evidence of firm export orders while applying for 
Imprest licence / release order, but he should give 
details of the export orders , if any, in hand and the 
export prospects for the year. 
. ( iii) Along with the application , the applicant 
should furnish 6 copies of the list of items applied 
for . 

(iv ) Applications for Imprest licences , release orders 
will be considered in respect of items permissible 
under column 4 against the specific cxport product, 
or the items licensable to actual users under the 
Import Policy in force for the manufacture of the 
specific export product. Import of items of a spec ila 
tive nature , such as stainless steel, ivory and synthetic 
yarn , will not ordinarily be allowed against imprest 
licences /release orders. 

( V) Applications for Imprest Licences / release 
orders will ordinarily be considered for an amount 
not exceeding rupees two lakhs. Requests for 
higher valuc licences / release orders may be consis 
dered on merits, having regard to the past exports 
of the applicant and other relevant factors . 

(vi) The value of Imprest licences / release orders 
will be adjusted against the import replenishment 
licences that may be due to the applicant during 
each export period under the Import Policy for 
Registered Exporters. The adjustments will be 
made in instalments spread over a period of one year 
from the date of issue of the Imprest licence / release 
order , in the manner and to the extent laid down 
in each case , and subject to such other conditions as 
prescribed in this behalf in Part B of this Book , 

(vii) The licensee shall be required to execute a 
bond undertaking to export the goods of a specified 
description for a f. o .b . value sufficient to earn re 
plenishment licences equal to the c. i.f, value of the 
Imprest licence within a specified time limit, as may 
be decided in each case by the licensing authority . 
The bond shall be supported by a bank guarantee in 
the proforma given in Appendix 33 of the Import 
Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and Proceduro , 
1973 - 74 , as amended from time to time, for an amount 
equal to 50 per cent of the c .i. f. value of the licence / 
release order , for fulfilment of the export obligation , 
Such bond and bank guarantee will be executed be 
fore clearance of the first consignment against the 
licence in question , or before obtaining supplies or 
the goods against the release order as the case may 
be.

( 1 ) Details of import replenishment permissible 
under the Import Policy for Registered Exporters, 
are indicated in the table hereunder, Coluinn 3 gives 
the percentage upto which import replenishment in 
terms of f. . .b . value of the export product would be 
allowed. 

( 2 ) All export products covered by the above 
Policy have been brought under a number of " Product 
Groups " such as Engineering Goods, Chemicals and 
Allied Products and so on . These product groups 
have been given alphabetical numbering, e .g ., A 
for Engineering Goods , B for Chemicals and Allied 
Products and so on. Separate import applications 
have to be made in respect of products falling under 
the different product groups i.e , A , B , C , and so on in 
accordance with the procedure laid down in Part E 
of this book . 

( 3 ) Within certain Product Groups in the statement 
below , the export products have been divided into 
broad categorics ( like Ferrous manufactures , Non 
ferrous manufactures, Rubber manufactures and so 
on ), and into product Sub - groups under such catego 
ries . The serial numbering is not continuous , there 
being some gaps in the numbering in and at the end 
of each of the broad categories mentioned above . 
A . 1 , A . 2 , B . 1 , B . 2 and so on . Some of the product 
sub - groups have been sub - divided ( e . g., A .4 .2 , 
A .41. 2 , B . 1. 2 , B .31. 1 and so on ) to indicate different 
rates of import replenishment or the permissible items 
of import under column 4 . 


( 4 ) Export Products classified under the items 
mentioned in Column 2 are shown in Section IV , of 
this book .

Accordingly , Form land Form Il have been gullably revised as given in the Annexure to this Public Notice , 


3. The procedure to be followed by the exporters in obtaining bapk certificates with f.o.b . valuo certified therein , will be as under : 
(1 ) After shipment the exporter should have the exports certified by an authorised dealer in foreign exchange at the timeof presenta 

tion of export documents, to such dealer i.e., the Bank , for the purpose ofnegotiation andlor collection of bills . While present 
ing the export documents, the exportor should fill in and give to the bank the declaration (in triplicate ) in the prescribed Forni ), 

for exportsmade on Outright sale basis and in Form II for exports on consignment/approval basis . 
( II ) The Bank will certify the fo .b , value of exports and countersigo the declaration after necessary verification with reference to 

the export documents . The exporter should , therefore , produce satisfactory and acceptable evidence of payment of freight 

and insurance, to the bank so as to enable the bank to certify thef.o .b . value . 
(111) Even in cases where the transaction is on f.o.b . valuo, the exporter should have the f.o .b . value certified by the bank . 
(Iv ) In the case of exports made on consignment/ approval basis, the exporter should have the f. o .b . value certified in Form II only 

aftor the exports sale proceeds have bcon realised and surrendered to the Indian Foreign Exchange Control, 
(v ) All the amounts in tho relevant column in the bank certificatel.e., c.i.f. [c, & f. freight and insurance and the f. o .b , value should 

be shown in Indian rupees. The rate ofconversion will be on the following basis : 
(a ) In case of outright sales, par value of exchange on the date of export; and 
(6 ) Lo case of exports on consignmçot/approval basis , par value rate of exchange prevalent on the date of payment in foreign 

exchange against such exports. 
( vi) The bank certificate form should be filled in triplicato . The first copy should bemarked " Original" with rubbor stamp, the second 

copy as " Duplicate " and the third as " Triplicate " .
